FIIKEBAL FEASTS. — One day, hearing 


this noise, I asked a mandarin who was 
with me what it meant 1 "It means," said 
he, "that they are endeavoring to induce a 
soul, which ia about to quit this world, to 
delay its departure," ana, added he, " the 
piun is frequently successful." 
On the 


music soon after ceasing, my companion 
said tbat the sick man had j.ust "saluted 
the njje." 
This expression, which is in 


general use in China, means that the indi- 
vidual has passed from Ufa to death.. Tba 
Chinese hare a great dislike to make use 
ibe word death. They also say .he has tak- 
en the road to heaven, he has vanished, 
and other such phrases. Some days after, 
seeing a number of people assembled, my 
mandarin iuformed me that they had col- 
lected together for the funeral ceremony of 
an individual who had "vanished," and I 
expressed a wish to be present at a specta- 
cle which was new to me. 
He hesitated 


at lirst, but at. length consented, telling me, 
however, that I must promise to be dis- 
creet, and imitate him in all he did. The 
promise was given, and wa were soon 
at the. residence" of the deceased person. 
The house of very rich Chinese is orna- 
mented wilh masts surrounded with stream- 
ers, and with a large placard, on which is 
written the names and titles of the. master. 
That of- the deceased was turned upaide 
down. 
My mandarin entered, and I fol- 


lowed him. The conrt yard was full of 
carriages stud the vestibule of friends,.who 
were making the most internal noise, laugh- 
ing, shouting, aud singing. I whUperad 
to my companion that we must have mis- 
taken the house, aud that it was a mar- 
riage and not a funeral that we were about 
to be present at. 
He told me to be quiet, 


as it was all right. The servants soon af- 
terwards made their appearance, and served 
a copious repast. I partook of it like the 
others. 'I bud promiahed ray mandarin to 
follow his example iti everything, and he 
used his jaws like a men who had a most 
capacious'stomach at his command. 


The interment of a Ciineae who had 


"saluted the age," so apropos to furnish 
me with a good repastj when.I was-hungry, 
rather amused me, I ivas devouring ev- 
erything that came within my reach, when, 
suddenly, every one stopped .eating and be- 
gan sobbing most, violently, .1 at first 
thought this tbe signal for a bowl in honor 
of the dead, as we are.tojd tkkes place in 
Ireland sometimes,,and I .turned my head 
to my cicerone in order tbat I migbt imi- 
tate him; ha was weeping. I wus ready 
to burst out laughing, which my mandarin 
observing, whispered iu my..car, -"Cry, if 
you do not wish to be insulted." 
I endeav- 


ored to do so, but I merely made myself 
ridiculous. In Europe lahould.have been 
shown to the door, for I .certainly, looked 
like n doukey braving. . '• Bravo I " whis- 
pered the munduriu, "bravo! but do not 
lurt yourself, it ia all habit."

can organize a volunteer force from all 
parts of the country in any state without 
" breeding confusion.'' If the governor of 
New York objects to it, send these generals 
west; we will warrant it will noi confuse 
any loyal western governor to see the peo- 
ple rallying to the defence of the country 
under any particular general.

Fremont and Sigel should depend upon the 
•wish of Gov. Seymour is not creditable to 
the President's sincerity. 
He !:new that 


Gov. Seymour would be the last man to re- 
quest aid from them, so strong are his po- 
litical antipathies. 


It has been said that Gen. Halleck is the 


cause of the persistant refusal of the gov- 
ernment to employ these generals. In this 
case, it is evident the president is alone re- 
sponsible, and it is possible - that others 
have all along been blamed for hia acts. 
Since we read the above letter we are in- 
clined to believe that Gen. Halleck should 
be relieved of some portion of responsibili- 
ty for the singular obstinacy in this partic- 
ular on the part of the military authorities 
at Washington.

four hundred and twenty.

tion waSjSalem, where they arrived to-day 
at ten o'clock. Last night the guerrillas 
were reported within six miles of Salem, 
and it was thought they would reach there 
some time in the night. 
A small force had 


assembled to meet them, but not much 
could be expected from them, as they are 
undisciplined, and have to contend against 
veteran troops, and cavalry at tbat. It is 
almost certain that the forces from New
